The drying and curing of sweet- 
potatoes is no longer an experi­ 
ment in Texas. Many kilns, large 
and small, have been built in tht* 
past year and present indications 
warrant me in saying that between 
20 and 25 10.01)0 bushel 
drying 
houses will be built in the S t a t e 
this year. 
The Extension 
Service 
advo­ 
cates 
the 
co-operative 
plan in 
building these houses, for the rea­ 
son that it gives the farm er the op­ 
tion o t sell ing t o the owners of tin* 
drying houses or storing them for 
higher prices. While we do not ad ­ 
vocate any certain method for the 
farm er to follow in m arketing his 
crop, we strongly recommend stor­ 
age of potatoes when the price is 
low at digging time. 
I have found that many hundred 
of ears of Louisiana and Arkansas 
potatoes are being shipped into 
Texas this season 
from 
curing 
plants in thos«* states. This situa­ 
tion should not exist. Texas has as 
much or more potato land than 
any other State m the Lnion. In 
th«' past, however, 
many 
Texas 
farmers who raised sweet potatoes 
have become discouraged beeaues 
they could not find a satisfactory 
market. 
In many eases 
farmers 
have planted in their seed beds po­ 
tato«*'' affected with rot and other 
diseases which have been carried 
on tin* s l i p s to tin* fields and re­ 
produced in th«* new crop. 
From 
ill«* best information obtainable I 
estimate that about 60 per cent of 
th <* sweet potatoes put up iii batiks 
oil farms are damaged and cannot 
!)«* marketed. Kiln dried potatoes 
are selling in Texas cities at from 
$1.00 to $1.25 per 
bushel, 'while 
banked potato* s are selling at from 
60c t«> 65c. 
In the past practically all the 
potatoes marketed in Texas have 
been sold at digging time at a n av­ 
erage price of 45c, While farmers 


in most »>f tin* s a n d y land districts 
can make some money raising po­ 


t a t o e s at that price, th«*\ would 
find it much more profitable to 


s t o r e them in a curing house until 
spring when the price is much 
higher. 
A small curing house for 
the 
farm, holding 450 bushels can 1m* 
built for about $120.00. 
A medi­ 
um-sized community plant with a 
capacity of 2500 to 3000 bushels, 
will cost about $400, a 10,000 bush­ 
el plant can h«* built 
for about 
$1500.00. 
The storage cost including in­ 
surance and all charges, in th** lar- 
g»*r plants will 1m* about 12 1-2 ets. 
per bushel. 
W hen potatoes are 
s«*lling at 
digging time for 40e, they can be 
cured stored until spring for 12 
1-p t»> 15e a bushel. 
In tin* spring 
thev will sell for $1.10 to $1.25 a 
bushel, in other words they will 
doubl«* in value and go to murket 
in good condition. 
Tin* Extension Service will fur­ 
nish blue prints and specifications 
for potato curing houses, and will 
send a representative to assist any 
community or group of farmers 
who desire to build a curing plant.
